GERUANY. == There is no information to indicate any unexpected 
developnent in connection with the East German elections on 
15 October, and the Fast German parae=military forces are not 
apparently preparing to assume iumediate operational functions. 
Sone Soviet units are reportedly beginning to return to winter 
barracks; large scale exercises may be terminating. 


SUUTHEAST FURUPE, == There are some indications that Satellite 
forces have terminated maneuvers and are returning to normal 
locations. It is possible that the Soviets are preparing: 
for a shift of forces or reorganization of command in Austria, 
Hungary, and Rumania, but there is no evidence of preparations 
for immediate operations. Present calleups may indicate an 
increase in the size of the Czech Army.

Cn 11 October the Chinese Ceommmnist Foreign

acta in extending the war.” This statement, like 
other previous threats, has provided no clear 
indication of the nature of the aid which the 
Chinese Communists may intend to extend to North 
Korea or whether an overt intervention by Chinese 
Commmist troops is planned. 


There has beea no new information with regard to 
Chinese Comunist militery activity in Lanchuria er 
on deployments of Chinese Corammist Field Forces in 
the area, and Field Force strength in Manchuria 
continues to be estimated at 155,000. A possible

According 
to reports, the withdrawing Caobang garrison of three battalions ond 
a relief colum of four battalions driving northward from That Kho 
have beon out off by tho strong Vgot Minh forces in the area. It is 
probable that substantial eloments of the Fronoh force have beon 
destroyed, hich will constitute a serious loss to the French, The 
action clearly indicates the increased capabilities of the Viet Linh 
and reflects the extent and effectiveness of Chinese Communist assisi~ 
anco. The Viet liinh ettack is a departure from strictly guerrilla 
warfare teoties which have hitherto beon used. Although it ia evident 
that the Viet Linh are now capable of coping with major French forces 
and that heavier fighting is to be expected, it is too oarly to 
determine whether this action is an immediate preiude to a concerted 
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Viet tlinh effort to drive the Trench out of Indo-China or presages 
the adoption of a policy of haragament on a major scale.

ae Yo information has been reported vhioh would be indica- 
tive of further developments in connection with the East German 
Glectios of 15 October, Although police patrol of the borders has 
increased, this is believed to reflicot East German concern over the 
effectivenoss of tho Western propaganda campaign against the elections. 
Available information with regpect to the East Zone para-military 
ferces provides no indication that these units are about to assume 
any major operational functions or are preparing for any action 
imiediately following the electiotse The present training program of 
the ground elomont (Alert Police), which it was previously expooted

‘The callup of the fall class of conscripts in Czechoslovakia 
has begun in possibly scmowhat larger mmbors than normal. As there 
is also no information that any mon have been released, an inorease in

f. After an abortive Commmist attempt to orgate major 
unrest in Austria, the situation has returned to normal with en 
apparont considerable loss of Commmist and Soviet prestige. Although 
the incidents have demonstrated the resistance of the Austrians to 
Commmiam, the Communist capability to stage a ooup in the Soviet Zone 
of Austria has not diminished and the Austrian police and people would 
be incapable of preventing such a move if fully backed by the Soviets. 
The events have indicated, however, that the U.S.S.Re is apparently 
not yet ready to render such all-out support to the Austrian Commmists. 


> The Afghan incursion into Pakistan territory has proved 
to be no more than another border inoident and thore is no indication 
of Soviet or Communist instigation of the incident.
